CZECH FLAG AT HALF STAFF 
AT SAN FRANCISCO FAIR 


Lowered on News of Dismember- 
ment; Officials of Display Await 
Word on Future Course. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 16 
(AP).—The flag of Czecho-Slovakia 


was at half-mast at the Golden 
Gate International Exposition to- 
day, as those in charge of the dis- 
membered country’s display of arts 
and crafts awaited word from 
Prague as to their future course. 

The flag was lowered to half- 
staff when news arrived of the 
breakup of the republic. In the 
same pavilion the full-flown ban- 
ners of other nations topped their 
displays.

Dispatches Say Italian Minister 
Called on Him, but Was Re- 
ceived by Von Ribbentrop. 

ROME, March 16 (A.P.)—Italian 
newspaper dispatches said today 
Italy’s Minister in Prague had ex- 
tended greetings to Adolf Hitler 
after his arrival in the former 
Czech capital. 

The dispatches said he called at 
the Presidential Palace at 11:30 p. 
m. Wednesday and was received by 
Foreign Minister Joachim von Rib- 


ON INCOME BUT OWES NOTHING} 


“Clean air costs money.” 

With this proposition as a foun- 
dation, a group of industrialists, 
business and professional men will 
undertake a solution of the acute 
St. Louis smoke problem, it was 
announced today by Charles J. Col- 
ley, power efigineer for the Mon- 
santo Chemical Co. 


From that foundation, Colley said, 
the organization will proceed with 
methods similar to those employed 
by modern industrial establish- 
ments faced with an obstacle. A 
$50,000 fund will be sought in busi- 
ness circles for employment of ex- 
perts to make a study of the prob- 
lem and develop: 

1. A method of processing Illi- 
nois coal to provide a smokeless 
fuel which may be sold for do- 
mestic use at the present price of 
cheap coal, and 

2. A plan for financing a self- 
supporting municipally operated 
coal-processing plant. 


Big Investment Necessary. 


“St. Louis can no more have clean 
air'than it could have clean water 
without paying for it,” Colley said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “We 
have a big investment in our water- 
works and we must make a large 
investment in a  coal-processing 
plant. 

“Tt should guess the original in- 
vestment would be about $10,000,000) 
If the raising of such a sum is im- 
possible, St. Louis will continue as 
it is today. The domestic consum- 
er must be given a smokeless fuel if 
we are to eliminate smoke. 

“There is no other way. We may 
as well face the facts, do the job 
right or give up and stop talking 
about it. Weare confronted with 
a business problem that must be 
handled as such. S8t. Louis can 
have clean air by paying the price; 
talking will not achieve it.” 

Processing Is Successful. 

Colley pointed out that several 
methods of processing Lllinois coal 
were succecsful, that one such 
product is being sold and that Thli- 
nois officials are planning a pro- 
gram for further research in order 
to increase consumption of coal. 
Experts to be employed by the new 
St. Louis organization, Colley said, 
would determine the best and 
most economical process for large 
scale production. Cost to the con- 
sumer would be lowered apprecia- 
bly by sale of by-products. 

Coliey, who has designed and 
superintended operation of numer- 
ous power plants of the Monsanto 
Chemical Co. both in the United 
States and abroad, cited opinions 
of other engineers who have cdon- 
cluded that the domestic consumer 
presents the most difficult part of 
the smoke problem. 

Anti-Smoke Ordinance. 

The present anti-smoke ordi- 
nance, he thinks, provides adequate 
means of control for industries, 
large apartments, office buildings, 
hotels and railroads. 

“But there is nothing in the or- 
dinance and nothing can sensibly 
be incorporated in any such ordi- 
nance to take care of the domestic 
consumer,” he said. “We simply 


to stop emitting smoke any more 
than we can tell an automobile 
operator to stop exhausting poison- 
ous fumes into the atmosphere. 

“We cannot expect many domes- 
tic consumers to invest in mechani- 
cal firing equipment or to pay fer 
higher priced fuel, because, in many 
cases, they simply don’t have the 
money.” 

Domestic Consumption. 
Supporting his view of the im- 
portance of domestic consumption, 
Colley cited statistics showing that 
St. Louis uses about 5,000,000 tons 
of coal a year, divided about equal- 
ly between industrial and domestic 
consumption. Domestic consump- 
tion, he pointed out, is confined al- 
most entirely »to the five-month 
heating season, the division then 
being industrial, 6800 tons a day, 
and domestic, 16,000 tons. During 
extremely cold days, he estimated 
that consumption by industry was 
about 7000 tons, by domestic users, 
50,000 tons. 

“Unless the domestic consumer 
is provided with a smokeless fuel, 
the best ordinance ever written will 
not solve our problem,” Colley 
went on. “No one knows this bet- 
ter than Smoke Commissioner Ray- 
mond Tucker. While doing a re- 
markably good job with the means 
at his disposal, nevertheless, he is 
striving for the ultimate—a proc- 
essed coal for the domestic con~ 
sumer, which he, better than most 
people, realizes is needed.” 

us Gases and Dust. 

Smoke, Colley added, is not the 
only harmful product of combus- 
tion. 

“Forget the word ‘smoke,’ as rep- 
resenting the whole problem,” he 
continued. “It is only a part of it. 
We are, probably far more than 
most people realize, much interest- 
ed in injurious gases, destructive 
chemicals and dust. ’ 

“While the domestic consumer is 
responsible for the greater part of 
our smoke, fly-ash, discarded from 
the stacks of industrial and public

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Seek- 
ing to obtain from Stewart Mc- 
Donald, Federal Housing Admin- 
istrator, the basis for his approval 
of Manhassett Village in St. Louis 
County, Representative Charles L. 
Gifford (Rep.), Massachusetts, suc- 
ceeded today in bringing out new 
facts surrounding the promotion of 
the project that has become the 
center of a bitter: controversy. 

McDonald, formerly of St. Louis, 
appearing before the House Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee, testi- 


fied that he personally had _ in- 
spected the Manhassett site, which 
he described in glowing terms. He 
said he had inspected it in com- 
pany with the late Marvin E. Sin- 
gieton, St. Louis capitalist, whom 
McDonald identified as the “real 
promoter” of the FHA-insured 
apartment development. 

Gifford Goes Into Many Phases. 

Referring to a stack of letters 
and newspaper clippings relating 
to the St. Louis project that he 
has received in recent weeks, Gif- 
ford questioned McDonald on vir- 
tually every. phase of the $2,000,- 
000 development. McDonald showed 
only a sketchy knowledge of Man- 
hassett and frequently conferred 
with his first assistant, Miles L. 
Colean, who sat at his right. 

“But the owners of this project 
are H. B. Deal and Preston Brad- 
shaw, are they not?” Gifford asked. 
“Were they not also the promot- 
ers?” 

“Well, the real promoter was 
Mr. Singleton,” McDonald repeated. 
“He was a very rich man, worth 
several million dollars. He had an 
important position in the Ordnance 
Department during the war and 
was a very responsible man.” 

“Do you know Mr. Bradsh*w?” 
Gifford asked, “I know him slight- 
ly,” McDonald replied, 

“An Architect or Promoter?” 

“Now is he primarily an archi- 
tect or a promoter?” “I should say 
he was an architect, a good archi- 
tect.” 

“The letters I get,” Gifford com- 
mented, “say that he is more of a 
promoter than an architect.” “I 
know,” McDonald said, “that he has, 
built many handsome edifices in St. 
Louis.” 

“Weren't those buildings among 
the number that went through the 
kind of receivership you mentioned 
in your statement on this matter?”

Chamberlain Says Ambas- 
sador May Be Questioned 
on Germany’s Latest Ad- 
vance Eastward. 


LONDON, March 16 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Chamberlain told the 
House of Commons today that the 
Government “has under considera- 
tion” the summoning home of Sir 
Nevile Henderson, Ambassador to 
Berlin, to report on Germany’s new 
advance eastward. 

When he was asked whether the 
Government “contemplates protest- 
ing to Germany against the inva- 
sion of Czecho-Slovakia”—inclusion 
of Bohemia, Moravia and Slovakia 
in the Reich as protectorates—the 
Prime Minister declined to reply. 

Chamberlain announced that 
Henderson’s recall was under con- 
sideration when he replied to the 
Laborite, Neil MacLean, who asked 
that the Government “withdraw” 
Britain’s diplomatic repesentation 
in Berlin. 

Viscount Halifax meanwhile con- 
ferred in the Foreign Office with 
his predecessor as Foreign Secre- 
tary, Anthony Eden. 

The reasons for Eden’s call were 
not immediately clear but Halifax 
always has -been ready to confer 
with his predecessor at times of 
stress. 

Eden’s visit coincided with ru- 
mors which have recurred often 
since Feb. 20, 1938, when he quit 
the Government, that he would re- 
enter the Cabinet. 

Holding Fast to Czech Gold. 

Sir John Simon, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, indicated in the House 
that steps would be taken to keep 


| gold held by the Czech National 


Bank in London out of Germany’s 
hands. 

Sir John said he had “asked the 
Bank of England not to make any 
exceptional transfer of Czecho-Slo- 
vak gold or balances without con- 
sultation with His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment.” The statement was loud- 
ly cheered. 

Geoffrey Lloyd, Undersecretary 
for Home Affairs, said that Nazi 
organizations tn Britain were “be- 
ing watched most closely.” He re- 
plied to a question on activities of 
the German Brown House in Lon- 
don.

KAUNAS, LITHUANIA, March

German circles expressed belief 
Neumann would be empowered “to 
take all necessary measures and 
give orders.”

Developments in the remnants of 
Czecho-Slovakia resulted in intense 
excitement in Memel today. Streets 
were crowded with uniformed Nazis 
and swastika flags were displayed 
everywhere. 


WHAT WILL HITLER 
DO, IS QUESTION 


BERLIN, March 16 (AP).—Amid 
Chancellor Hitler's triumph in 
breaking up what was left of the 
Czecho - Sluvak republic after 
Munich, foreign diplomatic quar- 
ters here today discussed these two 
dominant questions: 

1. How soon will Hitler move 
to take over Danzig and Memel- 
land? 

2. How quickly will he follow 
up his eastern push toward the 
rich treasures in the Ukraine? 

Despite the fact that he usually 
has permitted a lull between suc- 
cesses, there was a chance now 
that he might strike while the iron 
was still hot. 

Hitler spaced his three latest and 
greatest successes over slightly 
more than a year—the annexation 
of Austria, absorption of Czecho- 
Slovakia’'s Sudetenland and finally 
most of the rest of the former 
Czecho-Slovakia republic. His 
armies are in control of Bohemia, 
Moravia and Slovakia. Hungarian 
forces, apparently with German 
acquiescence, have marched across 
Carpatho-Ukraine, the remaining 
eastern fragment of Czecho- 
Slovakia, and established a com- 
mon frontier with Poland. 

Hitler’s Hunches Have Worked. 
Men who have studied Hitler 
have always noted his disregard of 
conservative advice and how, de- 
spite this, ~ his hunches have 
worked. They wondered what his 
hunch might be on Danzig and 
Memel. ; 

Memel territory, 1099 square 
miles, population 151,960, was de- 
tached from Germany by the Trea- 
ty of Versailles.

LLOWING is an abstract of 


For a thousand years Bohe- 
mian and Moravian lands were 
part of the living space of the 
German people. 

But force and lack of reason 
tore them arbitrarily from their 
old historic environment and 
finally, through their inclusion 
in the artificial formation of 
Czecho-Slovakia, created a cen- 
ter of disturbance. 

At any time from this space 


‘a new and formidable threat to 
European peace was bound to 
‘arise. This had happened once 
before. 

That is because the Czecho- 
Slovak state and those in charge 
of it did not succeed in the 
sensible organization of the com- 
mon life of national groups, 
which were arbitrarily united 
within its borders, and thereby 
in awakening and maintaining 
the interests of all concerned in 
| maintaining this common state. 

Thereby the Czecho- Slovak 
state proved its inability to live 
and actually fell to pieces. 

The German Reich, however, 
could rt tolerate lasting dis- 
turbances in these regions 
which are so important to its 
own peace and security as well. 
as to the general welfare and 
the general peace. 

Sooner or later Germany was 
the Power most strongly inter- 
ested through its historical and 
geographical position and, as the 
Power most seriously affected, 
was destined to bear the most 
serious consequences. 

It is therefore by the law of 
self-survival that the German 
Reich is determined to intervene 
decisively again to erect the 
foundations of reasonable Cen- 
tral European order and pro- 
claim decrees accordingly. 

Germany already has proved 
in its 1000-year-old historical 
‘past that, by reason of its size 
and the characteristics of the 
German nation, it alone is pre- 
destined to solve these problems. 

Filled with an earnest desire 
to serve the true interests of the 
peoples dwelling in this living 
space, to safeguard the national 
and individual characteristics af 
the German and Czech peoples, 
to serve the peace and social 
welfare of all, I therefore decree 
in the name of the German 
Reich as the basis for the future 
co-operation of the inhabitants 
of this territory the following: 

First—Those lands of the for- 
mer Czecho-Slovak Republic 
which were occupied by German 
troops in March of 1939 belong 
henceforth to the territory of the 
Geater Reich and come under 
its pratection as “the Protecto- 
rate of Bohemia and Moravia.” 
Insofar as the defense of the 
Reich demands, the Fuehrer will 
decree regulations for individual 
sections of this area. 

Second — German inhabitants 
of the protectorate become Ger- 
man subjects and, under the 
stipulations of the Reich's citi- 
zenship law of September, 1935, 
they become citizens. 

Accordingly, provisions for the 
| protection of German blood and 
German honor also apply to 
them, They are under the juris- 
diction of German laws and 
courts. 

Remaining inhabitants of Bo- 
hemia and Moravia are made 
subjects of the protectorate of 
Bohemia and Moravia. 

Third — The Protectorate of 

Bohemia and Moravia is auton- 
omous and administers its own 
affairs. It exercises sovereign 
rights appertaining to a protec- 
torate in harmony with the po- 
litical, military and economic 
needs of the Reich. 
'. These rights of sovereignty 
are exercised by organs of its 
own, by offices of its own and 
by officials of its own. 

Fourth—The supreme head of 
the autonomous administration 
of the Protectorate of Bohemia

PRAGUE, March 16 (AP). 
Chancellor Hitler's prociamation

For execution of the duties of 
his office, the supreme head of 
the Protectorate must enjoy the 
confidence of the Fuehrer and 
Chancellor. 

Fifth—As guardian of the 
Reich's interests, the Fuehrer 
names a Reich’s protector in 
Bohemia and Moravia. His of- 
ficial seat is Prague. This 
Reich’s protector, as represent- 
ative of the Fuehrer and as 
commissioner of the Reich's 
Government, has the task of 
seeing to the observance of the 
guiding political policy of the 
Fuehrer. 

The members of the Govern- 
ment of the Protectorate will be 
subject to confirmation by the 
Reich’s protector. Confirmation 
can be withdrawn. 

The Reich's protector is em- 
powered to ask for reports on 
all measures of the Government 
of the Protectorate and to give 
advice to it. 

He may veto measures which 
calculate to do harm to the 
Reich and, if danger looms, to 
issue orders necessary in the 
common interest. 

Promulgation of laws, decrees 
and other legal regulations, as 
well as the execution of admin- 
istrative measures and legally 
binding court judgments, must 
be withheld if the Reich’s pro- 
tector vetoes them, 

Sixth—Foreign affairs of the 
protectorate, especially the pro- 
tection of its subjects in foreign 
countries, are under the care of 
the Reich. The Reich will con- 
duct foreign affairs in such a 
manner as they will harmonize 
with common interests. 

The protectorate is accorded 
one representative accredited to 
the Reich’s Government with 
the title of Minister. 

Seventh—The Reich accords 
the protectorate military protec- 
tion. In accordance with this 
protection, the Reich maintains 
garrisons and military establish- 
ments within the protectorate. 

For safeguarding domestic se- 
curity and order, the protecto- 
rate may set up its own forma- 
tions. The organization and its 
strength in numbers and arms 
are determined by the Reich’s 
Government. 

Eighth—The Reich has direct 
supervision over communications 
and transportation, as well as 
the postal, telegraph and tele- 
phone service, 

Ninth—The protectorate be- 
longs to the customs territory of 
the German Reich and is under 
the jurisdiction of the Reich’s 
customs sovereignty, 

Tenth—Legal tender until fur- 
ther notice will be the reichs- 
mark and the crown. The 
Reich’s Government will deter- 
mine their relative value. 

Eleventh—The Reich may is- 
sue legal regulations for the 
protectorate insofar as common 
interests demand. Insofar as 
mutual needs exist, the Reich 
may take over parts of the ad- 
ministration and for that pur- 
pose set up necessary Reich's 
authorities, 

The Reich’s Government is 
empowered to put into’ effect 
measures necessary for main- 
tenance of security and order. 

Twelfth—Laws now prevail- 
ing in Bohemia and Moravia | 
remain in force insofar as they 
do not run counter to the spirit 
of the German Reich as protec- 
tor of the territory. 

Thirteenth—The Reich's Min- | 
ister of Interior, in agreement 
with the Reichsfuehrers con- 
corned, will issue the legal and 
administrative orders necessary 
for executing and implementing 
this decree. 

(The decree was signed by 
Hitler; Wilhelm Frick, Minister 
of Interior; Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop, Foreign Minister; and 
Dr. Hans Friedrich Lammers, 
chief of the Reichschancellery.)

ATHENIAN PREMIER 
FLEES TO RUMANIA 


Augustin Volosin Crosses Fron- 
tier and Gets Ride in 
Peasant’s Cart. 


BUCHAREST, March 16 (AP).— 
Premier Augustin Volosin of Car- 
patho-Ukraine (Ruthenia) today 
fled into Rumania ahead of Hun- 
gary’s advancing armies taking 
over the eastern-most section of 
former Czecho-Slovakia. He crossed 
the frontier at Siget. Rumanians 
said Volosin, who had not heard 
of Hungary's formal annexation of 
Carpatho-Ukraine, which was an- 
nounced in the Budapest Parlia- 
ment this morning, considered his 
situation hopeless in Chust, the 
Carpatho-Ukraine capital. 

After identifying himself to Ru- 
manian border guards, Volosin was 
unable to find an automobile to 
carry him into Rumania. He climbed 
into a peasant’s cart and started to 
the home of the orthodox Bishop 
of Siget. 

On the way a man who identified 
himself as a former Sergeant in the 
Carpatho-Ukraine forces charged at 
the cart bearing Volosin, but he 
was overpowered by police before 
he reached the fleeing Premier. 

Volosin quit his mountainous dis- 
trict after Hungary rejected his 
conciliatory reply to an ultimatum 
demanding complete surrender last 
night. 

Fifteen minutes before expiration 
of the ultimatum, Volosin asked 
Hungary to halt the invasion of his 
autonomous district and said he 
was sending an arbitration commis- 
sion to Budapest. The Hungarian 
Government found the answer un- 
satisfactory and today decreed an- 
nexation of Carpatho-Ukraine as an 
autonomous part of the Hungarian 
kingdom, 

The fleeing Premier was only one 
of thousands of refugees reaching 
the Rumanian frontier after the 
collapse of Czecho-Slovakia. 

Three Czech infantry battalions 
crossed the border at Siget, surren- 
dered their arms to Rumanians and 
set up a refugee camp. Three units 
of Czech armored cars and two 
artillery regiments followed the in- 
fantrymen and were disarmed by 
the Rumanians. Two Czech planes 
arrived from Chust shortly before 
nuon and were surrendered by their 
pilots,

“Mein Kampf” which, he said,

Priest Who Cared for More 
Than 6500 Homeless 


pital—68 Years Old. 


Mgr. Peter J. Dunne, founder of 
Father Dunne’s Newsboys’ Home. 
3010 Washington boulevard, died at 
12:45 o’clock this afternoon at St. 
Mary’s Hospital of a kidney ail- 
ment. He had been a patient at 
the hospital for two weeks. 

Father Dunne, who was 68 
years old, came naturally by his 
interest in homeless and friend- 
less boys. He had been one of them. 
Orphaned at 12, he was left to shift 
for himself, and roamed about the 
country, working at whatever job 


he could pick up. 

When he established his news- 
boys’ home, in 1906, it was with the 
firm resolve that it should. never 
become an “institution.” He opened 
it to all in need of a friend. He 
clothed them, fed them and gave 
them surroundings as comfortable 
and homelike as he could make 
them, 

The younger boys went to school, 
even to college if that bore prom- 
ise of fruitful result. Jobs were| 
found for the others. If a boy was' 
not adapted for city life, a place was'| 
found for him in the country. The! 
working boys turned over their pay ’ 
to Father Dunne. He was their 
banker. They got their spending 
money from him and he counseled 
them on their savings. Those who 
could pay board did so. 

No Black Sheep, He Said 

Father Dunne could not count a 
black sheep among the more than 
6500 boys who found shelter in his 
home. He was proud of them, and 
boasted that never had one of them 
run afoul of the law. 

There was never any red tape 
at the home, there were few rules 
and no monitors, and there was no 
place for “snitchers.” “What have 
you got to do to get in here?” in- 
quired one timid youngster. “You’ve 
got to take a bath, son,” Father 
Dunne replied. And that was about 
all there was to it. 

It is related that when Father 
Dunne found one of the boys smok- 
ing on the grounds, an infraction 
of one of the few rules, he inquired: 
“How many does that make to- 
day?” “Eight, Father,” was the 
response. “Yesterday?” “Nine.” 
“Tomorrow?” “Seven, Father.” Sat- 
isfied, the priest walked away.

WASHINGTON, March 16 (AP). 
—James E. Friel, vice-president and 
treasurer of Joseph E. Seagram & 
Sons, expressed the opinion to the 
Monopoly Committee today that 


supply and demand regulated prices 
in the whisky industry. 

Friel and Lester E. Jacobi, presi- 
dent of Schenley Distilleries Corpo- 
ration, testified that prices were 
declining in the industry. They pre- 
dicted that the decline would con- 
tinue, especially as larger amounts 
of four-year-old stocks reached the 
market in “another year or two.” 

Friel said the parent company of 
the Seagram organization was Dis- 
tillers Corporation-Seagrams, Ltd., 
of Canada. The company, he said, 
did about 85 or 90 per cent of its 
business in the United States and 
made a profit of about $7,300,000 
last year. 

In response to questions, Friel 
calculated that the company’s cost 
for making and importing an aged 
whisky’ retailing in this country at 
$5.30 a quart was $7.65 a gallon. 

Four Firms Keen Competitors. 

Seton Porter, president of Na- 
tional Distillers’ Products Corpora- 
tion, told the committee yesterday 
that the nation’s four largest 
whisky producers competed keenly 
with each other. 

He made the statement after 
Chairman O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, told him the committee 
wanted to determine whether con- 
centration of about two-thirds of 
the domestic production in the 


hands of the four ‘companies had 
enabled them ‘to charge higher 
prices. 

“Tl do not think it results in an 
increase in price or a maintenance 
of price,” Porter replied. 

The four companies referred to 
were National Distillers, Schenley, 
Seagram and Sons, Inc., and Hiram 
Walker and Sons, Inc. f 

High Price of Bonded Whisky. — 

Conceding that whisky four years 
old and older was selling at a much 
higher price in relation to cost of 
production than younger whisky, 
Porter contended that the bulk was 
bringing prices that would give the 
distiller, wholesaler and retailer 
hardly more than a reasonable re- 
turn. 

Phillip E. Buck, general coun- 
sel of the Federal Alcohol Admin- 
istration, presented a cost chart on 
a quart of bottled in bond whisky, 
retailing at $3.79, and a quart of 
the same type whisky two years 
old, retailing at $1.92. 

$1.46 on Quart to Distiller. 

The chart showed 81 cents of the 
price of the bonded qyart went for 
Federal and New York taxes, $1.46 
for distiller’s cost and profit, 43 
cents for the wholesaler and $1.09 
for the retailer. 

The two-year-old whisky showed 
81 cents taxes, 33 cents for the dis- 
tiller, 24 cents for thé’ wholesaler 
and 54 cents for the retailer. 

Asked to explain the economics 
of the price differentials, Porter 
replied that “it was hard to ex- 
plain by economics what the con- 
sumer is willing to pay.”

tain peak—"“harder to climb than 
Mt. Everest”—will sail tomorrow 
on the Conte di Savoia on the way 
to the State of Kashmir, India. 
The expedition will try the ascent 
of Mt. Godwin Austen, known as 
“K-2,"” which lies about 700 miles 


northwest of Everest, in the Kara- 
koram Mustagh ranges between 
India and Chinese Turkestan. It is 
28,250 feet high. 

Like Everest, K2 has baffled 
every attempt to scale its pinnacle 
since the first effort by the Italian 
Duke of Abruzzi in 1909. 

The five-man expedition, headed 
by Fritz H. Wiessner of New York, 
includes two Dartmouth College 
juniors — Chappell Cranmer of 
Denver and George Sheldon of New 
York. 

The deputy commander is Eaton 
Cromwell of Newport, R. I. 

The fifth member is Dudley 
Wolfe of Boston, former husband 
of Alice Damrosch, daughter of 
Walter Damrosch. 

“K-2 is considerably harder to 
climb than Everest,” Cromwell said, 
“despite Everest’s reputation as a 
killed. Its peak is steeper and it 
has more mountaineering difficul- 
ties. 

The expedition will sail to Italy 
and Greece, thence through the 
Suez Canal to Bombay, where it 
will proceed by train and automo- 
bile to Srinagar, capital of Kash- 
From there the party will 
travel for four weeks into the track- 
less wilderness of the Himalayas, 
accompanies by 150 porters and 
nine native guides, crossing a 40- 
mile glacier to reach the base of 
K-2. 

“We expect to reach the base 
camp about June 1,” Cranmer said. 
“We'll stay there six weeks, getting 
acclimated and gradually working 
a series of small camps toward 
the summit—reaching 27,000 feet 
before we attempt the final assault 
to the top.” 

The previous attempts to scale the 
heights failed, concluding with last 
year’s American Alpine Club re- 
connaissance expedition led by 
Charlies Houston, a New York 
medical student, who reached 26,000 
feet before being driven back by 
bad weather. 

At times the wind reaches a 
velocity of 200 miles an hour 
around the summit.

SEATTLE, March 16 (AP).—The 


Federal Coast and Geodetic Survey |* 


| disclosed today a five-year, $25,000,- 
}000 project to chart a shorter, safer 


course to Asia through the North 
Pacific, and facilitate naval opera- 
jtions in the fog-shrouded Aleutian 
| Islands. 

Capt. Gilbert T. Rude, chief of 
the survey's division of hydrogra- 
phy and topography, announced 
four ships would chart waters of 
the Bering Sea this summer. 

The purpose, he said, is to de 
velop, perhaps five years hence, 
a route between continental Amer- 
ica and Asia through Unimak pass 
and westerly along the northern 
side of the Aleutians. 

Orient-bound ships from the west 
coast now sail north until they 
reach the Aleutians and then west- 
erly along the fiftieth parallel in a 
sweeping circle. 

The Unimak Pass route, long 
only by a few steamers because of

Pattonville, Tuesday night. 

Moss earlier had denied being the 
driver of the car, in which he was 
accompanied by William SBarebo 
and Lawrence A. Henze, filling sta- 
tion employes. The machine,  prop- 
erty of a man who had taken it to 
the filling station for repairs, was 
found abandoned on Lindbergh 
boulevard near Link road, {wo 
hours after Schultz was struck. 

In his statement, Moss said he 
had taken over the wheel from 
Barebo after leaving a skating rink 
in St. Charles and was driving at 
a rate of 50 to 60 miles an heur at 
the time of the crash. He saw two 
other youths riding on bicycles 
with Schultz, he said, but did not 
see Schultz, who was slightly ahead 
of the others, until “we were on 
him and it was too. late.” 

“T sounded the horn when I saw 
the other two, but I never saw 
the one I hit,” Moss said. “I was 
looking at the two; I thought they 
might take a notion to dash out. 
I didn’t expect the other one out 
there.” 

Barebo shouted: “There’s a boy 
in the center,” Moss said, and he 
then attempted to swerve still far- 
ther to the left. “We could have 
missed him probably by turning 
over and killing all three of us,” 
he added. 

After ‘the crash, Moss asserted, 
he put on the brakes to stop, but 
Barebo said, “Keep going.” He con- 
tinued driving, he said, until the 
motor stopped because it became 
overheated when water leaked from 
the broken radiator.

How Germany Has Grown. 


Generally the press called on the

The average Briton felt the full 
impact of Hitler’s triumph in these 
figures: 


Germany at the outbreak of the 
World War had an estimated pop- 
ulation of 68,000,000 and an area of 
208,780 square miles. Today Ger- 
many dominates a population of 
90,00,000 and an area of 268,000 
square miles. 

In the loss of friendly Czecho- 
Slovakia, Britain and France saw) 
the passing of 40 army divisions 
and their modern military equip- 
ment into German hands—tanks, 
heavy artillery, munitions, an air 
fleet and the factories that pro- 
duced them. 


They saw Germany gain timber, 
iron, coal, graphite, lead, copper, 
silver and other mineral wealth 
along with thousands of industrial 
units,

ON STATE INCOME TAX 


Court Overrules Auditor on! 
Demand They Pay Full Levy 
on Sales Outside Missouri. 


The contention of State Auditor 
Forrest Smith that Missouri firms 
must pay the full income tax on 
profits from sales to other states 
—an interpretation of the statutes 
which it has been estimated would 
increase tax bills by $1,000,000 a 
year—was overruléd by Circuit 
Judge Harry F. Russell in de- 
cisions on two test cases yester- 
day. 

Plaintiffs in the suits were the 
F. Burkart Manufacturing Co. and 
the Corneli Seed Co., which con- 
tended that sales from their offices 
in Missouri to customers outside 
the State were interstate transac- 
tions. Under the law, only 50 per 
cent of gross interstate sales need 
be considered in computing the 
tax. 

Auditor’s Theory on Sales. |

The council’s 15 vice-presidents, 
who expelled John L. Lewis and the 
A. F. L. unions which helped him 


found the CIO three years ago, have 
been summoned to a special session 
March 22. They will decide whether 
the “rebels” can be taken back 
with the broader jurisdictions they 
have assumed since the split. 

The A. F. L. constitution specific- 
ally blocks the chartering of any 
union whose claimed jurisdiction 
overlaps the allotted field of an A. 
F. L. affiliate, unless the latter 
gives written consent. 

The question provided the first 
crisis of the labor peace conferences 
and may test the attitude of the fed- 
eration leadership toward giving 


some ground in order to smooth the 


way toward a settlement of the 
labor split. The peace meetings 
have recessed until March 24. 

The A. F. L.-CIO conferences in 
New York earlier in the week pro- 
duced the issue after the federation 
proposed a settlement on the basis 
of the 1937 amalgamation plan. 
This plan called for the return of 
the seceded unions to the federation 
and the settlement of jurisdictional 
conflicts with new CIO unions by 
joint committees. 

The scheme was rejected by the 
CIO at the time, and when it was 
tossed on the table again« this 
month, the CIO is reported to have 
asked whether the expelled unions 
would be taken back with their new 
jurisdictions or would have to re- 
vert to their previous fields.

Henry Armstrong, St. Louis Negro, who holds the world lightweight 


and welterweight titles, will risk both of his championships, approved by 
the State Commission, at the Auditorium tonight in a 15-round contest 
against Lew Feldman, Brooklyn lightweight. 


How much of a risk Henry is 
taking is reflected in the fact that 
he knocked out Feldman in five 
rounds in New York, March 31, last. 
Henry, of course, is a year older 
now and has had some gruelling 
Hattles in the meantime. Feldman, 
“oo, is a year older and a veteran 
of more than 10 years in the ring. 

Feldman probably has few illu- 
sions as to his chances of upsetting 
Henry's apple cart and is banking 
chiefly on the hope that, with his 
recognized boxing skill, he may be 
able to stay away from Armstrong 
long enough to avoid a knockout 
and then, perhaps, a lucky break 
would give him the victory. 

Certainly Armstrong has shown 
no signs of deterioration and Feld- 
man has indicated no great ad- 
vancement since they last met. 

Two Fine Preliminaries. 

Of more interest to the fans from 

a competitive angle, perhaps, are 
the two supporting 10-round fights 
in one of which Archie Moore, St. 
Louis Negro middle-weight, opposes 
Marty Simmons, Saginaw, Mich., 
while in the other Leo Rodak, rec- 
ognized by the National Boxing 
Association as the world’s feather 
champion, meets Everett Right- 
mire, Sioux City, Ia.

CHICAGO, March 16 (AP).—Dr. 
Eduard Benes, former President of 
Czecho-Slovakia, last night de- 
scribed the German breakup of his 
country as a “new, shocking inter- 
national crime.” 

Without mentioning Germany or 
Adolf Hitler by name, he said that 
one of the four Powers which 
“solemnly promised” at Munich to 
guarantee existence and safety of 
Czecho-Slovakia had “wantonly di- 
vided the territory and is occupy- 
ing it was its army” after “provok- 
which served as 
“flimsy excuse” for the act. 

Dr. Benes, now lecturing at the 
University of Chicago, gave his re- 
action in a written statement to 
the press. 

He said the occupation of Czecho- 
Slovakia was “one of the deeds 
through which Europe is deprived 
—and is going to be deprived in 
the future—of peace, order and 
tranquillity. It is a new assault on 
the state and national existence of 
the Czecho-Slovakia people—of the 
Czechs and Slovaks. ...., 


Says Czechs Will Live Again. 
“T know that afte: what has hap- 
pened Czecho-Slovakia’s people can- 
not defend themselves and are 
obliged to give in to brute force. 
. The struggle for the freedom 
of the individual has always won 
out against brute force and oppres- 
sion in the long run. It will not be 
different with today’s brute force. 
A free Europe will be built up 
again and in it again free Czechs 
and Slovaks shall live.” 

“Czechs and Slovaks living in 
free countries all over the world 
realize full well,” he said, “that 
it is offly another chapter in the 
fight for a free Europe and a free 
humanity.. Free Czechs Slo- 
vaks realize ... that it is, and 
will be, a continuation of the fight 
which they led during the World 
War and in which they continued 
for 20 years under the leadership 
of T. G. Masaryk in their happy, 
prosperous, democratic republic of 
Czecho-Slovakia.” 

He urged Czechs and Slovaks 
throughout the world to keep in 
mind that the fight for a “free 
people of Czecho-Slovakia has not 
stopped and will not stop until a 
free Central Europe and a free 
country of the Czechs and Slovaks 
will be resurrected.” 

Earlier, Dr. Benes discussed the 
foreign situation with Thomas 
Mann, author and voluntary exile 
from Germany. 

Statement Read at Meeting. 

Benes’ statement was read later 
at a mass meeting of an estimated 
6000 Czechs and Slovaks who 
cheered it wildly. Masaryk and 
Joseph Martinek, former editor of 
the Prague Prado Lidu, were 
among the speakers. 

Chicago has a population of ap- 
proximately 125,000 Czechs and Slo- 
vaks. 

Jan Masaryk, son of T: G. Mas- 
aryk, the first President of Czecho- 
Slovakia, has been visiting Dr. 
Benes and assisting him in lecture 
work. 

“Tonight Prague has an unwel- 
come guest,” Masaryk told the 
throng. “We are one of the vic- 
tims of the new terrible, conscience- 
less gangsterism in Europe. We 
were sold at Munich and yesterday 
we were sold again. ... The last 
action of Hitler destroyed every- 
thing human and god-like.” 

Masaryk said he would go to 
England soon to see at close range 
what had happened. Later he said 
in an interview he would leave 
by plane tonight for California to 
fill lecture engagements which Dr. 
Benes canceled yesterday at the 
University of California, both at 
Berkeley and Los Angeles.

BRITAN'S NAVY I 
READY FOR BAIL 


Secretary Makes Assertion 
in Seeking Approval. of 
Record Peace-Time Out- 
lay, $768,333,405. 


LONDON, March 16 (AP).—The 
House of Commons was informed 
today that the royal navy, Britain’s 
first line of defense, could “confi- 
dently accept a direct challenge in 
battle by any probable combination 
of foes.” 


This statement was made by 
Geoffrey Shakespeare, parliamen- 
tary and financial secretary of the 
Admiralty, in presenting for ap- 
proval the naval estimates of £153,- 
666,681 ($768,333,405) for the 1939- 
40 fiscal year, a record for peace- 
time. The estimates were made pub- 
lic Feb. 28 and compare with £123,- 
707,000 ($618,535,000) in the fiscal 
year which will end March 31. 


Thinks Fleet Ready. 


Shakespeare outlined the vast 
naval building program whicn in- 
volves 200 vessels, large and small, 
in dockyards and shipbuilding yards 
this year and next. 

During the fiscal year 1938-39, 
43 warships were added to the navy 
and during 1939-40 another 60 will 
be~ built. The building program 
for 1939 includes two fast battle- 
ships of 40,000 tons armed with 
16-inch guns. 

Shakespeare said ai three-fold 
danger threatened Great Britain— 
defeat by an enemy fleet, the men- 
ace of submarines, and air attack, 
preventing the navy from guaran- 
teeing the arrival of essential im- 
ports. 

“As to the first,” he declared, 
“we believe our fleet so strong to- 
day that it can confidently accept 
a direct challenge in battle by any 
probable combination of foes.” 

Minimizes Submarine Danger. 

He said the submarine menace 
was not so great as in the World 
War for, in the first place, Great 
Britain was ready to start a convoy 
system, soon after the cutbreak of 
a conflict, on any trade route 
where it was considered necessary.

JEWS REJECT ‘FINAL PLAN’ 
OF BRITISH FOR PALESTINE 


Reply From Other Side Expected Tomorrow 
on Creation of Arab-Dominated 
State There. 


LONDON, March 16 (AP).—The 
Jewish Agency Executive and the 
Jewish Palestine Conference Com- 
mittee decided unanimously today 


to reject Britain’s plan for creat- 
ing an Arab-dominated Holy Land. 

The Jewish decision probably will 
be sent Saturday to Prime Minis- 
ter Neville Chamberlain. Palestine 
Jews planned to leave London to- 
night. 

The executives were understood 
to have drafted a note to the Brit- 
ish Government saying: “The Brit- 
ish plan offers no basis for further 
discussion, let alone agreement.” 

Britain submitted its “final plan” 
for the future of Palestine to Jews 
and Arabs yesterday and made 
clear that it could not be modified 
except in minor details, 

It had been expected that the 
Jews would reject tme proposals, 
the details of which were not an- 
nounced, and thus terminate the 
Palestine peace conference which 
has been going on for five weeks. 

The Arabs yesterday asked for 
time until tomorrow to answer the 
plan, 

Jewish-British Dispute. 

A dispute has arisen between the 

Jews and the British over Britain's 


right to change the basis of Jewish 
immigration without consent of the 
League of Nations Council. 

The Jews contend the British 
must get the League to consent in 
order to limit immigration to 175,- 
000 for the next five yetars, as they 
propose. The British insist they 
do not need such consent. 

Colonial Secretary Malcolm Mac- 
Donald is expected to announce the 
plan to the House of Commons next 
Wednesday or Thursday. 

Three Principal Proposals. 

The proposals were understood 
to be grouped under three main 
divisions: 

1, Future development of a con- 
stitution for Palestine, the question 
to be worked out when the Arab 
and Jewish populations are work- 
ing amicably together. 

2. Jewish immigration. It is re- 
ported the plan calls for entry of 
only 15,000 Jews a year into the 
Holy Land for the next five years, 
after which the question would be 
reconsidered. 

3. Land sales to Jews. Informed 
sources said the plan provided for 
division of Palestine into three 
tracts, with land sales permitted 
in one, restricted in another, and 
forbidden in a third.

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A NEW ATTACK ON SMOKE. 

At last, it appears, St. Louis’ No. 1 problem— 
smoke—is going to be attacked realistically, scien- 
tifically and with a good chance for early solution. 

Charles J. Colley, engineer for the Monsanto Chem- 
ical Co., today announces the organization of a group 
of citizens who will seek (1) a method of proces- 
sing Illinois coal to provide a cheap, smokeless fuel 
and (2) a plan to finance a self-supporting munic- 
ipally-operated processing plant. 

For a long time, it has appeared to us self-evident 

that the only hope for a clean St. Louis lies in 
making available a smokeless fuel at approximate- 
ly the same price now paid for the cheapest Illinois 
coal. 
This is because the bulk of the smoke comes from 
small households whose downers cannot afford the 
expensive installation of stokers, or of oil and gas 
burners, to say nothing of the greater cost of the 
latter two fuels, 

We must have a smokeless fuel at a low price 
and one which can be burned successfully in pres- 
ent stoves and furnaces. Moreover, because St. Louis 
and Southern Illinois are closely linked in matters 
of trade, it is highly desirable that the fuel should 
be developed from Illinois coal. 

There is no doubt that this can be done, Much 
research has taken place in recent years at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois and other places to produce a 
smokeless fuel from Southern Illinois coal, apd, as a 
matter of fact, such a fuel is now being cOmmercially 
produced. 

The trouble with previous attacks on the smoke 
evil—such as was represented by the defunct Smoke 
Abatement League—is that they failed to go to the 
roots of the problem. They relied on such things as 
futile campaigns to educate householders in the 
proper way of firing soft coal. 

Similarly futile are legalistic approaches to the 
problem. One can pass a thousand orginances pro- 
viding penalties for smoke violation, but they can- 
not be enforced against 100,000 or more violators. 
Ordinances are effective only in cases of railroads, 
factories and other big offenders. 

Mr. Colley. believes that, once a smokeless fuel is 
developed to meet the city’s needs, the building of 
the necessary ovens will cost the city about $10,000,- 
000, although this amount will presumably be re- 
reaptured by profits realized from sale of the fuel 
and its by-products. ¥ 

We imagine the response of St. Louis to a bond 
issue for this purpose would be nothing short of 
enthusiastic. 

It takes no expert on municipal trends to see 
that smoke is ruining St. Louis. It is ruining the 
health of citizens.

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CONGRESS AND THE FHA. 

Congress is being asked to increase the existing 
three billion dollar limit on FHA mortgage insur- 
ance to six billion dollars. The FHA has been in 
many ways a valuable Government agency, but cer- 
tain questions have been raised about its administra- 
tion that should be answered before its resources are 
doubled. 

These questions have come up in connection with 
two St. Louis real estate developments approved by 
'the FHA—Manhassett Village and Lucas-Hunt Vil- 
lage. If the FHA is authorizing projects of this 
kind throughout the country—and it is unlikely that 
they are unique to St. Louis—a searching investiga- 
tion is in order. 

In the case of Manhassett Village, the land was 
purchased through a promoter’s straw party for 
$39,350 and 13 months latef sold to the Manhasseit 
Village Corporation for $171,000, a theoretical profit 
of $131,650. 

In the case of Lucas-Hunt Village, the land was 
purchased, also through a promoter’s straw party, 
for $73,000 and in 24 hours transferred to the Lucas- 
Hunt Village Corporatton for more than $300,000— 
a theoretical profit of $227,000 plus. 

This kind of inflation is reminiscent of the real 
estate promotions of the 1920-29 era, in which 
grotesque values were placed upon propertiés and 
they were peddled to the public in the form of “first 
mortgage gold bonds.” Hundreds of millions of 
dollars were lost in the process. 

Since the land values of Manhassett and Lucas- 
Hunt are shown to be inflated, the question nat- 
urally arises as to whether other costs involved in 
the two properties can bear public scrutiny. 

The FHA has preserved a mysterious silence. It 
refuses to open its books for inspection. The pro- 
moter and architect refuse to talk. The public is left 
wondering.

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ONE CANAL, WELL PROTECTED, 1S ENOUGH. 

Since the Panama Canal is the keystone of our 
national defense and saves the cost of keeping a 
big fleet in both the Atlantic and the Pacific, it 
can readily be seen why Secretary of War Woodring 
and the navy high command insist that it be made 
invulnerable. Capture or destruction of the canal in 
time of war—or, as is more likely in these days, just 


before an undeclared war is launched—would be the; 


most powerful blow that an enemy could strike. For 
this reason alone, a number of Congressmen and mil- 
itary experts long have advocated a canal through 
Nicaragua. 

This school, which doesn’t want all the eggs car- 
ried in one basket, is opposed by a group which con- 
tends the Panama Canal is adequate if given more 
safeguards, such as a third set of locks for use if 
the others are destroyed. Erected a mile or more 
from the present two sets, they would materially les- 
sen the danger of the waterway being crippled by 
sabotage or aerial attack. 

The Nicaragua project would cost at least one 
billion dollars and take seven years to complete. 
But the Panama Canal could be given a third set of 
locks in two years at a cost of only $200,000,000, 
Furthermore, the Nicaragua waterway, extending 176 
miles, would require a protecting force three times 
as large as that the 43-mile Panama Canal re- 
quires. Each of its six twin sets of locks wouid 
be as vulnerable to aerial bombs as the Panama 
locks. There is always the danger of an earthquake 
damaging the present canal, but Panama. has had 
none that could be classed as violent shocks, with the 
exception of one in 1621 and another in 1882. Nic- 
aragua, which contains some dormant volcanoes, 
also has had its share of seismic disturbamces. 

The real danger lies in the great damage that could 
be done at Panama, and just as easily in Nicaragua, 
with a few well-aimed aerial bombs or some ex- 
plosives planted by saboteurs. If a canal were dug 
in Nicaragua, and war came, enemy planes could 
bomb both canals in one operation, as the water- 
ways would be but 500 miles apart. 

Because the third set of locks can be built in 
Panama so much more quickly than a canal could 
be dug in Nicaragua, and because the defenses 
now in Panama could be strengthened so easily, the 
Nicaraguan proposal should be discarded. Congress 
should lose no time in passing a bill and getting the

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THE LAW OF CHANGE. 

Mr. Hoover was in a reminiscent vein at that Pasa- 
dena dinner.

A LIGHT SHINES THROUGH. 
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New York City’s Watchdog 


Large sums are saved and many irregularities unearthed by William C. Herlands, 
metropolis’ first Commissioner of Investigation; results should inspire many other 
cities to install a similar official, writer says; duty includes looking into graft 
charges, surveying departments’ efficiency and checking on municipal contracts.

And William B. Herlands, a chubby-faced,

His job is unique in America. In a sense, 


he is the mbdst powerful public official in | 
the world’s most powerful city. He not only | 
makes investigations directed by the Mayor | 


or City Council; he can make any other | 


investigation that may in his opinion be to | 


the city’s interest. 

He has power to examine the bank ac- 
counts of any city employe and to ques- 
tion him under oath as to his personal af- 
fairs. He has power to go through the 
books of any company doing business with 
the city. He has power of arrest. 

He looks into everything he thinks needs 
looking into. That may mean investigating 
colossal graft. It may mean poking around 
in a bureau where everything seems all right, 
just to see if that smooth exterior covers 
indolence and petty thievery. It means check- 
ing up ways of operating mechanical sto- 
kers in order to save a little on the coal 
bill for each school building. Such small 
economies multiply into astronomical fig- 
ures when you're keeping house for a fam- 
ily of 7,000,000. 

Herlands began at 22 as an assistant in 

the United States District Attorney’s office. 
Thomas Dewey picked him in 1935 as é¢hief 
assistant in the famous racket prosecu- 
tions. At the beginning of last year, La- 
Guardia asked for Herlands. 
- “Clean up Brooklyn!” was LaGuardia’s 
opening order. The Mayor had strong evi- 
dence that there was a too intimate rela- 
tionship between certain borough officials 
and the underworld. Working secretly, Her- 
lands compiled a thorough anti-social tows & 
ter of all important political and criminal 
figures in Brooklyn. 


The facts were so damning, particularly 
regarding the District Attorney’s office, that 
Herlands petitioned Gov. Lehman to ap- 
point a special prosecutor to supersede the 
District Attorney. Lehman named John 
Harlan Amen, a distinguished attorney. 

Hardly less spectacular was Herlands’ in- 
vestigation of the special sales tax for 
emergency relief. He discovered that the 
city was losing thousands of dollars through 
non-payment of taxes. One firm doing a 
$500,000 yearly business, for instance, paid 
but $50 in sgles taxes. Herlands’ report 
revolutionized the method of collection, 

“This,” he says, “illustrates the fact that 
bad systems are at the root of many of 
our governmental evils. With a good sys- 
tem, even a mediocre man can do effective 
work; but a bad system will tend to dis- 
courage even a good man.” That criticism 
strikes directly at hundreds of American

A Brooklyn ash removal company sued 
the city for $3,000,000. which it claimed was 
due under its contract. Herlands’ engineers 
took photographs of the company’s trucks, 


_ showing that the average load was under- 


weight and that the city’s liability had been 
greatly padded. The company settled for a 
small fraction of its original demand. 

Investigation of the city real estate bu- 
reau led to the filing of formal charges 
against four employes. One clerk who had 
been on the payroll since 1907 at $2000 to 
$2400 a year had banked $192,000 from 1931 
to 1938. 

Because of the devastating nature of his 
reports, Herlands is meticulous in checking 
his facts. He is a refreshing example of 
power tempered with responsibility. 

The heads of many departments call Her- 
lands in as a trouble-shooter, an efficiency 
expert. Whether he is invited in or invites 
himself, the procedure is to make a chart 
of the department. What are its purposes? 
What does it do? Endeavoring to convince 
everyone that the object is not to get any- 
body’s job but to promote the interests of 
the city, Herlands’ men encourage every- 
bedy to talk freely without fear of conse- 
quences. How can the books, the methods, 
the equipment be improved? 

Herlands’ job is unique. But as his ac- 
complishments become known, it’s likely 
that many another city will find a Bill 
Herlands and put him to work.

ST. PATRICK'S DAY IS 
OCCASION FOR PARTY 


Touches of Spring Green Add 
to General Mid-Lenten 
Gaiety. 


Whether or not you were born on 
the “ould sod,” kissed the Blarney 
stone, or had a grandfather who 
wore-a shamrock in his buttonhole 
each year on the day, St. Patrick's 
day is a good occasion for a bit of 
mid-Lenten gaiety. Little is known 
of the genial saint who was named 


Maewyn until the Pope bestowed 
upon him the name Patricius and 
sent him across the sea to convert 
the wild Irish to the gentler ways 
of Christianity. 

At any rate a party or luncheon 
with touches of spring green should 
meet with general approval. Here 
are some recipes which should fit 
in with any party plans that you 
may have. 

Salmon Loaf. 

Two cups canned salmon, free 
from skin and bones. 

One-half cup diced celery. 

Two tablespoons chopped parsley. 

Three tablespoons quick-cooking 
tapioca. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Dash of pepper. 

One-half teaspoon onion juice. 

One tablespoon lemon juice. 

Six tablespoons milk. 

Combine ingredients in order 
given. Turn into greased loaf pan 
and bake in hot oven (450 degrees) 
40 minutes, or until well browned. 
Let stand two minutes before re- 
moving from pan. Serve with ‘Ca- 
per sauce. Serves six. 

Dumplings for Irish Stew. 

One and one-half cups flour. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon baking powder. 

One egg. 

One tablespoon melted fat. 

One-half cup bran. 

Three-fourths cup milk. 

Sift flour, salt and baking pow- 
der together. Beat egg until light; 
add melted and cooled fat, all-bran 
and milk. Add liquid mixture to 
sifted dry ingredients and stir only 
until flour disappears. Drop batter 
by heaping teaspoonfuls on top of 
hot meat stew; cover tightly and 
let simmer for 20 minutes without 
removing cover. Serve hot. Yield: 
eight dumplings. 

Salad Plate. 

Six lettuce leaves. 

Twelve canned pineapple sticks. 

One cup oranges, chopped, 

One cup bananas, sliced. 

One-half cup cream mayonnaise. 

One (3-0z.) package cream cheese. 

One tablespoon cream. 

Six nutmeats, halved. 

Arrange lettuce leaves on salad 
platter; on each leaf place two pine- 
apple sticks. Mix chopped oranges 
and bananas with cream mayon- 
naise. Place a heaping tablespoon 
of mixture on pineapple sticks. 
Soften cheese with cream and make 
into six balls, pressing a nutmeat 
into center of each ball. Use to 
garnish salad. Six servings. 

Cream Mayonnaise. 

One-half cup mayonnaise. 

One-half cup heavy cream, 
whipped. 

Fold whipped cream into mayon- 
naise and chill in sefrigerator be- 
fore serving. 

Cup Cakes. 

One-half cup butter. 

Three cups flour. 

One teaspoon almond extract. 

Three teaspoons baking powder. 

One and one-half cups sugar. 

One cup milk. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Four egg whites. 

Shredded coconut. 

Cream butter, add sugar and fla- 
voring. Sift flour with baking pow- 
der and salt. Add to mixture alter- 
nately with milk. Beat well. Fold 
in stiffly beaten whites. Bake in 
small cup cake tins in moderate 
oven (350 degrees) for 20 minutes. 
Frost with St. Patrick’s icing and, 
if desired, roll in coconut which has 
been tinted a very pale green. 

St. Patrick’s Icing. 

Two cups sugar. 

One-half cup water. 

Two tablespoons white syrup. 

Two egg whites. 

One teaspoon mint essence. 

Few drops green food coloring. 

oil sugar, water and syrup until 
it spins a thread (240 degrees). 
Pour over stiffly beaten egg whites; 
flavor and color, set bowl in hot 
water and beat until thick enough 
to spread. 

Shamrock Patties. 

One-fourth cup sweetened con- 
densed milk. 

One-half teaspoon vanilla. 

One and two-thirds cups sifted 
confectioners’ (4X) sugar. 

Blend sweetened condensed milk 
and vanilla. Add sifted confection- 
ers’ sugar gradually and continue 
mixing until smooth and creamy. 
Sprinkle waxed paper lightly with 
confectioners’ sugar. Roll fondant 
out om waxed paper to about one- 
fourth inch thickness. Cut with 
sharp shamrock-shaped cutter or by 
a stiff paper pattern.

Baked Fish. 

Clean any white meat fish, 
salt and pour cocoanut juice in- 
to the cavity and gills.. Tie in 
corn husks and place in a bak- 
ing dish in a hot oven (400 de- 
grees) and bake until tender, al- 
lowing about 15 minutes to the 
pound. The cocoanut juice is 
secured by grating a fresh ‘co- 
coanut and squeezing the pulp. 
If corn husks are lacking we 
suggest vegetable parchment 
which has been oiled or but- 
tered to prevent sticking. 


Dried beef will keep better if 
stored in a covered glass jar in the 
refrigerator rather than wrapped 
in parchment of waxed paper. 


Frozen vegetables cook tender in 
a shorter time than do fresh vege- 
tables.

Chicago U. Study Indicates They Displace 
Few Male Employes but Meet New 
Need of Service Industries. 


CHICAGO, March 16 (AP).--The 
question whether married women 


been studied by a group of Uni-

versity of Chicago educators. 

Dr. Harry E. Millis, professor 
emeritus of economics; Dr. Paul 
H. Douglas, economist, and Dr. 
James A. Stouffer, sociologist, who 
made the study, pointed out that 
the many-sided nature of the prob- 
lem made any clear-cut dictum im- 
possible, but concluded it was all 
right for married women to work 
if: 

They can maintain their house- 
hold duties. 

The male ego of their husbands 
is not too seriously wounded. 

They will have children. 

“Primarily,” said Dr. Millis, “the 
increase in the number of woman 
workers has resulted from the in- 
ability of the male population of 
working age to meet the increased 
demand for labor arising out of the 
development of new types of serv- 
ices and the expansion of the older 


The explanation for this, Dr. 
Millis said, lay in the vast expan- 
sion of the service industries and 
the consequent increased demand 
for workers, which has exceeded 
the male supply. For example, he 
said, in 1880 the manufacturing or 
producing occupations were over- 
whelmingly dominant. Today serv- 
ice industries employ nearly half 
the workers. The vast numbers of 
women employed: as telephone op- 
erators and as operators in beauty 
shops were cited as examples. 

Women generally, he added, have 
not cut into male employment in 
manufacturing industries. But man 
power is not sufficient to fill the 
demand in the new service fields— 
a demand which women are satis- 
fying, virtually non-competitively. 

The volume of woman workers, 
Dr. Millis continued, is based on 
demand and supply, adding that 
there seemed to be no basis in fact 
for arbitrarily concluding t hat 
“working women” are unfair com- 
petition for men.

Fresh Strawberry Bavarian Cream. 
One package strawberry-flavored 
gelatine. 

One cup hot water. 

Four tablespoons sugar. 

One cup crushed fresh straw- 
berries. 

One cup juice and water.

Dissolve gelatine in hot water. 
Add sugar to berries and let stand

An application for a beer manu- 
facturer’s license for the reorgan- 
ized A. B. C. Brewery, 2825 South

Lawrence McDaniel today, after 
McDaniel had asked one of the 
firm's executives a series of ques- 
tions relating to a Chicago brewery 
and Al Capone. 

Louis Kanne, former treasurer 
of the Chicago brewery and now 
president of the A. B. C. concern, 
denied that the product of the 
Chicago firm was known as “Ca- 
pone beer.”

The application for a license first 
was made by Kanne, but was with- 
drawn after McDaniel told him li- 
censes were issued only to residents 
of St. Louis. The application now 
is in the name of Eugene I. Dale, 
5454A Wabada avenue, a stockhold- 
er. 
A city beer manufacturer’s _li- 
cense costs $500. Kanne said appli- 
cations had not been made for 
State or Federal licenses, although 
the brewery had been made ready 
for operation. The A. B. C. Brew- 
ery has been closed about a year.

BREWERY MAN HEARD 
IN SUIT FOR $50,000 


Sign “Servicing Shifted When 
Levy Co. Was Unable to 
Get Union Workers. 


Work of servicing neon saloon 
signs for the Falstaff Brewing Co. 
was turned back to the Robert 
Tunica Electric Co. after G. A. 
Levy served notice he could no 
longer handle the work because 
union employes had been withdrawn 
from his plant, Harvey Beffa, vice- 
president in charge of advertising 
for the brewing company, testified 
yesterday at a deposition hearing. 
He was a witness in the $50,000 
damage suit by G. A. Levy & Co. 
against the Tunica company and 
four American Federation of Labor 
business agents. 

Beffa testified that Dec. 18 he 
had ordered work done by the Tun- 
ica company to be turned over to 
Levy, because the latter could “turn 
out more satisfactory work,” and 
that two days later received Levy’s 
notification. In his suit, Levy 
charges the defendants conspired 
to put his company out of business. 

Work Shifted to Another Firm. 

The Falstaff Brewing Co. had 
been giving its work to Levy for 
about five years, Beffa testified. 
Prior to Dec. 18, the Tunica com- 
pany had the servicing work for 
about three months, receiving or- 
ders sometimes direct from the 
brewing company, sometimes 
through Levy. After receiving sev- 
eral complaints about delays, Beffa 
said, he decided to turn the work 
over to Levy. 

Asked whether he had made any 
investigation to ascertain whether 
Levy was using union labor 
throughout on Falstaff signs, Beffa 
replied he had not, adding there 
was an understanding that such 
labor would be used‘ exclusively. 
He said he had received no com- 
plaints and asserted emphatically: 
“If union men hadn’t been used, 
we would certainly have been noti- 
fied promptly.” 

Union Agent Vague, 

Mrs. °G. A. Levy, bookkeeper for 
the sign company, was interro- 
gated on its financial set-up, but 
replied to most questions: “I really 
don’t remember.” She _ recalled, 
however, that the day after her 
husband’s plant was closed she 
called Ed Redemeier, assistant 
business agent of the electricians’ 
union, to ask the reason and was 
told the men were “pulled in sym- 
pathy with the sheet metal work- 
ers.” 

She said she asked: “If you can 
tell me what we have to do to re- 
open I'd like to know?” and added 
thatinanswer Redemeier “hemmed 
and hawed and acted evasive.” She 
called him several times on the 
phone for further advice, she said, 
but couldn’t get in touch with him. 

The hearing, before Special 
Commissioner Max G. Baron, will 
be concluded at a session next 
Thursday.

Alice Hemming, young English so- 
ciety woman and occasional contributor 
to the London Sunday Dispatch, visited 
Paris recently, and at a luncheon party 
had an intimate conversation with the 
Duchess of Windsor, following which 
she accompanied the Duchess on a 
shopping tour. 

The Duke and Duchess have always 
refused to give any interviews and this 
conversation reveals for the first time 
the personal viewpoint of the Duchess 
of Windsor on matters which are of 
international interest. 

Alice Hemming, impressed by what 
the Duchess told her, wrote the fol- 
lowing letter to the editor of the Lon- 
don Sunday Dispatch:

Well, she rang up my. hotel to say 
the Duchess was to be there, too. 
Of course, I was delighted and 
more so when I actually. met the 
Duchess. She is a _ genuinely 
charming person. 
I noticed she was eating lobster 
with mayonnaise.

lives is running more smoothly.” 

The Duchess is such a friendly 
person, with an unaffected and 
sympathetic manner, that one feels 
one has known her a long time.

Point out 
that East wins the first trick with 
the spade queen and that a spade is 
returned, and then ask whether 
East-West can defeat the contract 
against declarer’s best line of play. 
Unless I am very far off the track 
not one player in one thousand (un- 
less he has seen this hand before) 
will fail to answer that there is no 
possible defense. He will point out 
that South needs only one entry to 
the dummy for a return of a heart 
toward the king-queen and that, 
whether or not East plays low, 
South can make three heart tricks 
without difficulty. He will be right, 
as far as he goes. South does win 
the third lead of spades and enters 
dummy with the club ace. He then 
leads a heart. If East puts up the 
ace South subsequently takes three 
heart tricks. If East ducks, South 
wins with the queen and returns 
the six spot, dropping the ace. 

All this is very fine, but does not 
tell the story! The contract can and 
will be defeated by a very simple 
(although highly sensational) dis- 
card on East's part. West wins the 
second spade trick with the ace and 
continues with the third lead of 
spades. On this trick East throws 
away his ace of hearts! Now just 
let your friends try and make three 
no trump! They haven't a China- 
man’s chance! South cannot take 
three heart tricks without giving 
West the lead, and the minute this 
happens, of course, West rattles off 
enough spade tricks to defeat the 
contract. 

Actually this hand presents a dou- 
ble problem and allows you to bet 
both ways. First, offer to bet that
